A Railway Disaster Near the 
Needles. 


PASSENIÍERS NARROWLY ESCAPE. 


Case W hich B rought a Whole 
Country School to the 
City. 


From an arrival in town yesterday 
morning particulars were obtained of a 
emash-up on the Atlantic and Pacific 
Railroad, 
the 
west-bonDd 
passenger 
train beiog brought into collision with 
construction train through a misplaced 
switch. The catastrophe occurred at 12:30 


a . m . on the 29th, and the scene was the 
Y just beyond the Needles depot. 
The 
train was running at the rate of 28 miles 
an hour, and Engineer Alcord had just 
whistled for the station when—bump— 
the train turned off the main track on to 
the long siding in front of the depot. 
Ahead could be seen a construction train 
used for the work on the new Colorado 
river bridge, and quick as a flash tho 
knight of the throttle put on the air­ 
brakes, and both he and the fireman 
jumped from the cab. Then there was 
a terrible crash and a roar from the en­ 
gine as it turned over on its side, while 
debris went flying in every direction as the 
construction outfit was lifted into the air. 
The tender crashed through the cotnbi 
nation mail and express car, which gave 
way as if it were an eggshell, and with a 
jar the train came to a standstill, the 
front trucks of the baggage car turning 
off the metals. Then came a scene of 
wild confusion, as frightened passengers, 
startled in the very zecith of their night's 
rest, came jumping out of the cars, many 
of the inm ates of the Pullman being 
in d eshabille, as they sprang to the 
ground to see w hat had happened. 
The first thought of Conductor Fi*-k was 
as to the fate of Postal Clerk S. W. Cor­ 
bett and his assistant, Mr. G rattan, who 
occupied the splintered mail car. 
It 
seemed impossible that they could be 
alive, and to add to the terrors of the 
situation, the car was on fire, the stove 
evidently having overturned and ignited 
the timbers. 
"C ut me o u t," said a 
voice, and a second later Grattan sprang 
through the rem nants of the window, and 
was followed by Mr. Corbett, who was 
evidently injured internally, although 
not showing much signs of ill usuge. The 
engineer and fireman had escaped with a 
few bruises, and then all hands went to 
work with water from a ditch near by, 
and 
extinguished 
the 
conflagration. 
None of the passengers were seriously 
hurt, the most damaged being those who 
had been bumped against the car fittings 
when the train came to a sudden stop 
Investigation showed th at the switch had 
been turned maliciously, in all proba­ 
bility by some vengeful tram p who 
had been put off a train and it would he 
weii for the Atlantic and Pacific t? 
furnish switch keys to-its employees, or 
otherwise it will always be open to at­ 
tacks of this kind. The mail was dam ­ 
aged a little, but it was dried and all 
that was in fit condition laid out for de­ 
livery. 
After a delay of about five hours 
the train was made up again with a new 
outfit and left for Los Angeles. 
Postal 
Clerk Corbett placed him self in the 
hands of the doctors on his arrival here 
and was ordered to take a m onth’s 
quiet. The rest of the injured will he 
ubout in a day qr two, as a little lini­ 
ment will put them in condition again.

A Lively Interest in Them 
Now Awakened.

A. Kenly to the Ex-Snpervisor’s Ex­ 
planation— More Biff Pickings 
for the Overseers. 


Ex-Superviaor V enable’s rem arks in 
yesterday's H k r a ld were quite in accord 
with the 8pecial Commissioner’s expose 
of the wasteful and 
vicious system 
w hich, though a legal one, is a disgrace 
to Loe Angeles county. Mr. Venable, 
w ho doubtless aim s to fairly represent 
h is views regarding the road question, is 
greatly in error in regard to a most im 
portant phase of the gross and wilfull ex­ 
penditures of the road lunds which has 
called for the present investigation. Tba 
inference to be drawn from his state­ 
m ent is th a t there has been perhaps an 
nndue expenditure of the people’s money, 
b u t th a t there has been no opportunity 
afforded for this, except in the past year, 
m but little or no money was appropri­ 
ated for the county roads until 188S. 
These are his exact w ords: 
“ In 1887 there was no money in the 
xoad funds of the county. They were all 
exhausted. The work done in the latter 
part of the year had to be paid for out 
of the funds of the next year.” 
“ B ut,” said the reporter, “ did not the 
levy for 1887 come to a large sum ? If I 
rem em ber aright, there was 20 cents 
levied for roads that year on an assess­ 
m ent of $80.000,000.” 
Mr. Venable said : 
“ No, it was not so 
m uch. 
We never did levy a large sum 
for road uses until last year. There 
never has been anything like $90,000 
•pent for roads in any one year. 
Your 
statem ent takes from January to Janu­ 
ary, whereas the fiscal year runs from 
Ju ly to July.” 
Mr. Venable is entirely wrong in his 
statem ents. 
By reference to the official 
records of the Board of Supervisors, it 
will be found that, for 1888, 20 per cent 
of 
the 
available 
assessm ent 
of 
the 
county 
taxes 
was appropri 
ated to 
the 
road 
fund; in 1887, 
26 per c e n t.: in 188G, 20 per ce n t.; in 
1885. 25 per cen t.; in 1884, 7 per cen t.; 
in 188$, 15 per cent., and in 1882, 10 per 
cent. Therefore, as the total assessment 
w as $102,044,000 in 1888, and $80,826,000 
in 1887, the amount levied for the road 
iand was about equal, or for each of the 
two years, approximating $100,000. 
In 
1886 and 1885, owing to the same differ­ 
ence of the percentage of levy, the 
am ount awarded for each of the years 
was about the same, or in the neighbor­ 
hood, in round num bers, of $45,000. 
During the years 1884-83-82 the amount 
of the road fund ranged from $10,000 to 
$12,000 each year. It is certainly fair to 
state th at in the past seven years the 
taxpayers have anted up $300,000 for the 
road overseers to expend, which they 
have done with the greatest willingness 
and in a manner which is past finding 
out. 
Mr. Venable lays considerable stress 
upon the inconsiderable m atter that 
the 
H b b a l d ’s statem ent of the road 
expenditures is for the calendar and 
not for the fiscal year of 1888. It is 
quite true th at monevB were paid in 
1888 for work done in 1887, as it is also 
true that moneys are now being paid in 
th is year of grace 1880 for work done in 
1888. The calendar and fiscal divisions 
of the years thus offset each other, and 
M r. Venable will be found next Tuesday 
at the meeting of the Board of Super­ 
visors to vouch for the correctness of the 
bills of the overseers in his supervisorial 
district for work done in the last quarter 
of 1888. 
The H e r a l d’s Road Commissioner haB 
discovered another item of road expendi­ 
tures of abiding interest. There is a poll 
road tax of $2 a year, which is paid by 
those who live on the county roads be­ 
yond the precincts of the cities and in­ 
corporated towns. 
By the most careful 
estimates made, this poll|road tax of the 
county in 
1888 
am ounted to nearly 
$40,000, 
and 
for 
road 
purposes 
fell 
into 
the 
willing 
hands 
of 
th e roadmasters. This nice little Bum 
increases the road expenditures supposed 
to have beon made during the prolific 
year of 1888 to the astounding amount 
of $138,000. 
The road overseers get 
not only the handling of this poll road 
tax, but receive 15 per cent, for collect­ 
ing it. I t is a soft (-nip. 
The State law closely defines the duties 
of the roadm asters, as follows: 
“ Road overseers, under the direction 
and supervision of the Road Commis­ 
sioners (all Supervisors are ex-oificio 
Road Commissioners) and pursuant to 
th e orders of the Board of Supervisors, 
mu3t: 
First. Take charge of the highways 
within their respective districts. 
Second. Keep them clear from obstruc­ 
tions and in good repair. 
Third. Cause banks to be graded, 
bridges and causeways to be made when 
necessary, keep the same in good repair, 
and renew them when destroyed.” 
Who in riding over our county roads 
finds that these instructions have been 
carried out? Plenty of funds have been 
appropriated to perform the work so badly 
required: w hat has been done with 
them ? 
The road overseers are sworn 
officers of the law, and under bonds to 
faithfully carry out the trust the people 
have reposed in them . The only ques­ 
tion at issue is, have they, and are they, 
doing this? 


POLITICAL MATTERS. 


A H a s t e f C a n d id a te s In th e R e ­ 
p u b lic a n R a n k s . 
The fight in the cam p of the Republi­ 
cans is now on and, from the present un­ 
til the election, the war is likely to be 
waged as bitterly as it was in November 
an d December last. There are more fac­ 
tions in the field now and a general split 
aeems inevitable. 
The County Central 
Comm ittee is opposed to the City Cen­ 
tral Comm ittee, the “ Long H airs” and 
th e “ Short H airs” are already aching to 
get a chance to pull each others’ whisk­ 
e rs; th e “ Ins” are anxious to stay in, 
an d the “ Out*” are equally anxious to 
get in ; and the Tribune faction is opposed 
to any move th at the Times “ gaDg” pro­ 
poses to make. 
In addition to this, the 
Prohibitionists and temperance people 
say th at they won’t stand in with the R e­ 
publicans this tim e, bat will act inde­ 
pendently.

new Charter was 
in effect, and if so, when the election 
should be held was discussed. In con­ 
nection with this,City Clerk M. F. Stiles 
■•ceived a letter from H on. S. M. W hite, 
closing a copy of the charter as it 
* the 6enate. 
H e says: 
“ You 


will find enclosed th e charter as it passed 
the Senate. You will notice that it does 
not contain the certificate of the Mayor. 
According to our'view of it, tiuAcertifi 
cate is no part of the charter, and should 
be appended after its approval here, 
and after being so appended it should be 
transm itted to the Secretary of State, 
but the filing with the Secretary of State 
is not necessary to put the charter into 
effect. 
At least, this is my view of the 
Constitution, and I think that the in­ 
strum ent became operative from the date 
of its approval by the Assembly.” 
The 
next 
question discussed was 
whether an election could be held under 
the new charter; w hether officers could 
be legislated out of office. The proposi­ 
tion that the men in office now could 
not be replaced as provided by the new 
charter could 
not 
be traced to its 
origination, but the bottom was so nearly 
reached that it was found to have been 
spread, about by the friends of the Repub­ 
licans elected in December, who hope by 
this means to keep them where they are. 
These Republicans, however, are in the 
minority, because for tvtory office to be 
filled under the new Charter there have 
sprung into existence a host of hungry 
office-seekers. 
For instance, there are 
no less than six candidates in the field 
for the nomination for the City Auditor* 
ship, as follows: W. W . Robinson, E. P. 
Sutherland, J. W . Hinton, J. S. Van 
Doren, Henry W. Edelm au and Barney 
Levy. This one office is but a sample, 
and for every other there are as many 
candidates, in the field, all anxious to 
have a change in the administration. 
They all have friends, and these, too, are 
in favor of an election, so that the Re­ 
publicans in office who desire to stay 
there are in the minority. 
For the Mayoralty the Republicans 
appear to have a hoet of candidates. Mr. 
Henry Hazard has aspirations in that 
direction, and (General Mansfield wants 
the position badly. 
I t was reported on 
the street yesterday that he had visited 
a certain newspaper office and had com­ 
plained strongly becouse it had not sup­ 
ported his claims more stroogly. Mr. J. 
Frankenfield said he was notin the field. 
The friends of John Shirley W ard were 
pressing his claim s actively yesterday, 
and there were m any who believed that 
in the fight for the nomination Captain 
E. P. Johnson would figure as the dark 
horse. 
A lull list of the anxiouB office-seekers 
in th e Republican ranks at this time 
would take up too much time. 
A few names are mentioned on the 
Democratic side, but it seems to be the 
general deBire io select the best men for 
the offices that are to be found. 


BEHIND THE SCENES. 


W lia t a R e p o r t e r S a w T h e r e Y e s ­ 
t e r d a y L v e u l n t . 
The regions behind the scenes on the 
stage of a theater, commonplace as they 
are to tho3e whose daily employment is 
there, are always the subject of lively 
interest on the part of the audience in 
front of the curtain. 
Nearly everybody 
who has witnessed a play—especially one 
of the so-called spectacular order—has 
experienced a yearning desire to stand 
behind the scenes and observe the way 
in which the properties are handled and 
the surprising effects of light and scenery 
are produced. However entertaining the 
play may he from a seat in the par- 
quette, it is believed to be much more 
so, from humó coign of vantage op the 
stage among the actors and scene shif lers. 
Yesterday evening Mr. Gustave Kahn, 
the manager of the Kiralfy Black Crook 
Company, proposed to a reporter of the 
H k r a l d . who nad expressed some curi­ 
osity on the score to Mr. W yatt, the 
affable manager of the Opera House,that 
they should go behind and see the play 
from within. The invitation being very 
readily accepted, the two passed through 
the door at the left of the lobby of the 
Grand Opera House, which opens into 
a long hall piled with lumber and old 
scenery. At the end, the hall widens into 
a rocm which looks, from the materials 
which are scattered about, something 
like a blacksmith shop and something 
like a chemical labratory. 
Several men 
were busy arranging the fire properties 
which are used in the course of the play. 
“ The stage of this house,” said Mr. 
K ahn, as they stepped in among a con­ 
fusing labyrinth of wings, flies and drop 
curtains, “ is very well arranged .although 
it is not as deep as it ought to be to pro­ 
duce the best results of a spectacular 
■or^. W here a scene is made up by the 
uue of half-a-dozen separate drops, as in 
the serpents’ glen scene in the firBt act 
or the grotto scene in the second, the 
effect of distance is produced by each 
drop picturing a different part of the 
landscape. If the stage is deep they can 
be put at the right distance apart to make 
the right effect to the eye when looked at 
from the auditorium . 
H alf a dozen 
drops are used in some of them, and 
they ought to be several feet apart. 
Crowded together they are not as effect­ 
ive. The best results can, of course, 
only be attained on an enormous stage.” 
“ Why is this network over the open 
spaces of the drops?” asked his listener. 
“ Does that contribute to the effect of 
distance?” 
“ That íb a good illustrasion of the vivid 
effect of im agination,” said Mr. Kahn 
“ The settiDg is purely a mechanical de­ 
vice to keep the irregular edges from 
lopping down. It is not supposed to he 
Reen at all, and is invisible back of the 
middle of the house.” 
By this time the curtain had gone up. 
and Miss Allen, who plays the part of 
“ Amina” , and who talks through a win­ 
dow to her lover, “ Rudolph,” climbed a 
step-ladder and opened a port-hole in 
one of the wings. 
‘Hold the ladder, somebody,” she 
said; “ it is too shaky.” Then turning 
quickly to the audience th e delivered 
the burning message of love to the luck­ 
less suitor below. 
The sides of th e stage were crowded 
with the girls, or, as they always call 
them on the stage, the “ ladies of the 
ballet.” 
The taller ones were dressed 
as peasant boys and the shorter as 
maidenB. 
They were laughing and 
chatting merrily as though they thor­ 
oughly enjoyed their part of the per­ 
formance. 
The age of 
ballet girls 
is a subject 
of 
frequent newspaper 
e s t' 
The K iralfy troupe m ay be an 
exception to the general rule, but one 
who saw them close enough to make an 
accurate judgm ent hereby testifies that 
they are all young and very pretty. The 
great majority of them are Germ an, and 
do not speak the English language. Their 
behavior when together is a good deal 
like that of a troop of achool-girls. 
After the dance a drop-curtain contain­ 
ing a scene in the wood falls, and then 
ensues a lively tim e on the stage behind. 
Two scenes are arranged at once—the 
chamber of the Black Crook, with its 
table and tripod, and back of this the 
Serpent’s Glen. 
WingB, which are the 
long frames of scenery UBed at the side, 
fly around in all directions, drops fall at 
various places and flies are low ered; long 
sections of “ set pieces,” as they are 
called, are fixed in place on the floor, 
and the tables aDd other properties are 
hastily pat in place. Twenty or thirty 
men are needed to make the change. 
Each one knows his place and just what 
is expected of him , and the whole thing 


works with clock-like precision and m ar­ 
velous rapidity. 
During the scene which followed in 
the Black Crook’s laboratory there is a 
good deal of thunder and lightning. 
“ You have a pretty good 
climate 
here,” “ but you can’t make your weatlior 
to order as we do.” H e pointed to a 
piece of sheet-iron shaped something 
like a fish and about four feet long, 
which hung down among 
the flieB. 
“ That is the thunder sheet.” 
. 
Just then Mr. Bartholomew, who plays 
“ Puffer K rantz,” and who was standing 
near, seized the end of the sheet and 
jerked out enough thunder to sour all the 
milk within a radius of a mile. 
At the 
same time two or three devils blew 
on 
their torches 
and cast 
tongues 
of flame upon the stage. The stove from 
which the flame burns so brightly had a 
man concealed in the inner depths, who 
at the right time roused the fire to ac­ 
tion. 
Ho presently disappeared down a 
trap, at the same time with the tables 
and other furniture of the room, to make 
way for the next scene. 
In the meautime the ballet corps had 
gone below and now appeared dressed as 
witches and ghosts, and with them was 
a respectable contingent of devils, skele­ 
tons, gnomes and other bad characters. 
“ Say,” said a witch to a skeleton dis­ 
playing a fine German accent in her 
speech, “ this is a queer place do you 
know. I saw strawberries in m arket 
yesterday, like sum m er.” 
“ What a go,” said the skeleton, lick­ 
ing his bony chops. 
“ This place has the best climate I ever 
struck,” remarked a devil, out of whose 
cranium the flames of hell were burst­ 
ing ; “ neither too hot nor too cold.” 
“ I wish I could get more chance to go 
out and see the city,'’ said a ghost. 
“ I 
hardly walked about any.” 
“ Stop your racket ” squealed a gnome. 
“ W e’ll all get fined.” 
Just then there was a tremendous 
burst of unearthly music and the whole 
ghastly crew rushed upon the stage to 
be present in the “ Grand 
Tableau 
Infernal.” 
“ Now for a quick change,” cried the 
girls, and they bolted down the utairB to 
the dressing-room. 
In a few minutes 
they reappeared, dressed as fairies for 
the grotto scene. The swiftest and most 
complete change of scenery of the entire 
programme then took place, and alm ost 
before Mr. Kahn had time to call atten­ 
tion to what was being done, the trans­ 
formation 
was accomplished. 
I t all 
seems like the most frightful confusion; 
it is the most perfect discipline. 
“ I haven’t been with the company very 
long,” said Mr. A. G. Smith, who plays 
‘Rudolph,” “ but everything appears to 
me 
to go with unusual smoothness. 
There are never any hitches or anything 
that is unpleasant. 
Yes, Los Angeles 
has the reputation of being a good show 
town, I believe, and the people are lucky 
to have such a pretty and commodious 
theater.” 
The third and fourth acts are chiefly 
specialties, and except for the pretty 
transformation scene with which the 
piece closes there are no changes of im ­ 
portance in the last act. 
After a trip be­ 
low stairs, 
w hither 
the unfortunate 
“ Black Crook” is lowered on a trap-door 
from the scene in Hades, the reporter 
took his departure with a much clearer 
idea as to how the effects which were to 
be witnessed from the other side of the 
footlights were produced, and convinced 
that actors and managers were an un­ 
usually agreeable class of people.

Puy, 
all members 
of 
the 
House 
and Council. Then there is Mr. J. H. 
Carpenter, Chief Clerk oi the Senate, 
Mr. J . W. W entworth, Chief Clerk of the 
House, 
and Messrs. 
Brown, Monk, 
Hughes, Sbaren, Dobbs, Stewart, Hirsch- 
field, Linn and Marion, engaged in the 
clerical establishm ents of the Legislature. 
Mr. J . L. B. Alexander, private secretary 
to Governor Zulick, is also in the party, 
which is further strengthened by the 
wives and families of some of the dele­ 
gates. 
A H er a ld man yesterday had a pleas­ 
ant chat with Mr. C am enter regarding 
the deliberations of the body, and that 
gentlem an said : 
“ We met at Prescott 
on Monday, Jnnuary 21st, and or­ 
ganized 
both the Council and the 
House by W ednesday. On Thursday 
the bill to change the Territorial capital 
from Prescott to Phoenix was introduced 
by Mr. Robbins, of Cochise, and passed 
the House by a vote of 14 to 10, and the 
Council by 9 to 2, one member of the 
latter body being absent. The Governor 
signed it on Saturday, and we adjourned 
at 7 o’clock the same evening, to meet 
in Phoenix on February 7th. 
As we 
have to lay over a few days until that 
time, we have come here, as this is the 
best place we know of to loaf in. 
The 
records will all be packed into a car and 
taken 
to 
Phoenix, 
where 
they 
will 
be 
placed 
in 
the 
City 
Hall, which has been fitted up by 
Maricopa county, as the capítol. The 
session will start in again on the morning 
of the 7th and expire sixty days after the 
date we opened a t Prescott.” 
“ How do the residents of Prescott like 
the change?” asked the scribe. 
“ They don’t like it at all, as you can 
see by picking up a paper from that 
place. They did not think we were 
strong enough to remove the capital, but 
we came with a big rush aud got it 
unanimously.” 
“ W hat date does th e change go into 
effect?” asked the reporter. 
“ On February 4th.” 
The law makers have a num ber of 
friends in town and every one seems de­ 
term ined to make their stay here as 
pleasant as possible.

B o t h Senators Dolph and Reagan in­ 
dulged in some real war talk in the 
United States Senate yesterday. 
Mr. 
Reagan struck a chord which will be 
responded to all over th e United States 
when he said th at even war would be 
preferable to the degradation of the 
American name. 
The present discuB- 
sion will unquestionably have the result 
of stim ulating the United States in in­ 
creasing its naval arm am ents.* Admiral 
Porter, in a late article in the North 
American Review, eavs that the American 
navy is apt to advance at a more rapid 
rate than our facilities to provide ord­ 
nance of the modern standard. 
About 
year ago another distinguished officer 
of the United States Navy 
contrib­ 
uted a carefully 
considered 
article 
to the same magazine in which he as­ 
serted that it would take five years to 
construct the plant needed to turn out 
the ordnance now entering into the 
equipment of the leading iron-clads of 
the world. So much talk about war has 
lately been fashionable that the people 
of New York and other Eastern seaport 
towns m ust have taken seriously to con­ 
sidering the advisability of moving their 
money-bags 
into 
the interior. 
The 
wretched old guns which guard the Nar­ 
rows would afford a very scant protection 
against even a German fleet. 
But, even 
at the best, war is never pleasant, and 
the heavily mortgaged people of the West 
miRht endure a scare in Wall strebt with 
some equanimity. 


O n c e M o r e t h e H o n d i. 
The H e r a l d has taken the trouble to 
look into the matter of road taxes for 
several years paBt, in order to ascertain 
jnst what has been expended for that 
purpose. Four years is a pretty fair 
period to take. In 1885 and 1886 Mr. 
Bilderrain was Assessor. H is valuations 
for these years, respectively,were in round 
num bers, $32,750,000 and $40.300,000. 
The rates for road purposes in these years 
were twenty-five and twenty cent] on the 
$100. 
About forty-fivo per cent, of the 
total levy pays taxes for road purposes, 
and. therefore, for this the sums raised 
thoee 
years 
was nearly $40,000. 
Previous 
to 
these 
years 
the sum 
raised for road purposes 
had 
not 
been half that am ount. In 1887 and 1888 
Mr. Mason’s assessments were nearly 
$90.000,000, and over $100,000,000. The 
rates were twenty-five cents on the 
$100, and twenty cents on the $100. 
The gross sum for these two years for 
road purposes was 
nearly the same 
am ount, or nearly $100,000. 
There are 
expenditures carried over from one year 
to another, of course; but these sums 
will be found in the main to balance 
each other. Then there is one more 
source of revenue for road purposes 
which the H e r a ld has not hitherto dwelt 
upon. That is the poll tax paid by those 
who live outside of corporate towuB. It is 
$2.50 
a 
year 
for 
each 
adult 
male, and, from the population of tbe 
county, at preeent am ounts to about 
$40,000 a year. Formerly this did not 
come to half that sum. 
H ere is nearly 
$150,000 a year collected for the purposes 
of road-makiug, yet the highways of the 
county are a living disgrace to all of us. 
No one yet has answered the H e r a l d ’s 
question as to where all this money goes 
to. A ttempts to explain it have been 
made.

The legislative balls of State or Nation 
are, of course, the places where dema­ 
gogues might well be successfully sought 
for. 
The American people are said to 
dearly delight in being humbugged, and 
politics affords jnst the arena to do this 
finely. The wage-winner is too often se­ 
lected as the victim of this operation, 
and the latest case to come to the surface 
is a bill introduced in the State Senate 
the other day. 
It is a bill “ to provide 
for the safety of persons against danger 
from m achinery,” etc., etc. 
H ere are a 
few of the provisions of the proposed 
law : 
No m achinery, other than steam engines,in 
a factory or building aball be cleaned while 
running. 
The openings of all hatchw ays, elevators, and 
well-holea upon every iloor of factories, work­ 
shops. m ercantile or other building* where per- 
tone are employed or 'loing bueinee*, shall be 
protected by good, sufficient trap-doora or t elf- 
closing hatches and iafety catches, or such 
< tb er sa.eguards as th e Com m itsioticr of the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics or his duly author­ 
ized representative shall direct. 
In every m anufacturing esUbUslim eul where 
m achinery is used, com m unication shall be 
provided between each room w here such ma 
chinery is placed, and th e room w here the en ­ 
gineer or person operating said m achinery is 
stationed, by m eans ol speakinsr tubes, electric 
bells, or such o ther m eans a* shall be satisfac­ 
tory t; the O om m iteioner o f tke Bureau o f Labor 
Statistics or hi* d u ly a u thorised representative. 
The doors of ail w orkshops or factories in 
which tw enty or m ore operatives are employed 
m ust open outw ardly, if the Comm issioner of 
th e B ureau of Labor Statistics or his duly au­ 
thorized representative shall so direct. 
It shall be the duty of the Com m issioner of 
the B ureau of Labor Statistics or his duly au­ 
thorized representativo to enforce the pro­ 
visions of this act. 
W hen this bill came up for passage 
Senator W hite, of Los Angeles voted no, 
and explained why he did so in these 
pertinent w ords: 
I vote against the bill because It seeks to con­ 
fer upon whoever may be Labor Comm issioner 
the power, without hearing or legal trial, to 
condem n and thereby destroy th e u*--e of prop­ 
erty, and m akes it crim inal to decline obedi­ 
ence to the order of such Commissioner, who is 
not required to have any technical or other 
knowledge of the subject upon w hich he la 
called upon to give final judgm ent. 
The sympathy of all people whose 
mind is properly balanced goes out to 
the laborer in his hard toil for a liveli­ 
hood, and for his helpless wife and 
family who would be left destitute by the 
death or disability of the bread-winner. 
But such legislation as that proposed in 
this bill injures no one so much as the 
laborer, for it renders enterprise im­ 
possible, and therefore closes all avenues 
of gaining a livelihood. The demagogue 
does not deceive the voter os often as he 
imagines he does.

Captain P. T. Adams, of Tustin, tells 
us that if the fruit-growers of Southern 
California would give three-fourths of 
the attention to their orchards that the 
Eastern farm ers do to their grain fields 
and then economize in managing their 
properlies, the aggregate of profits from 
fruit culture would be unparalelled in the 
whole world. The Captain has had a 
crop of English walnuts for four ) ears 
from his forty trees, and says he has 
naver sold any crop for less than $475. 
He recently sold his last crop of the wal­ 
nuts for exactly $531. 
He watches his 
trees as carefully as a m erchant would 
his lodgers; he knows all about them — 
in fact he makes a thorough busino9s of 
fruit culture. 
The 
average proceeds 
from each walnut tree on his place this 
season has been $13.27. The crop was 
not a very good one either. 
Besides his walnut trees, he has 1,000 
Navel orange trees, which he looks after 
with unusual care, and last week he waR 
given a standing offer, for two weeks, of 
$3,280 for the crop on the trees. 
He 
sold last year’s crop for $3,000 cash down, 
without picking an orange himself. 
He 
has also four acres of prune trees that 
have borne for three years. Last Sep­ 
tember he sold the whole crop for $395. 
He will plant more walnut and orange 
trees this season. 
H e has spent but 
$130 for labor during the past twelve 
months. 
Now here is still another practical 
illustration of w hat a twenty-acre farm 
in Southern California in this locality 
will 
do 
under the 
m anagement of 
an efficient, wide-awake m an. 
We 
venture the statem ent th at no land­ 
owner or farmer or horticulturist east of 
the Rocky Mountains has made such 
profits from the soil of a 20-acre piece of 
property at any tim e since the war. And 
yet there are some people who will sit 
about the grocery steps or whittle up 
drv-goods boxes for hours at a time, and 
dolefully tell you that there is no money 
in fruit culture in Southern California.

W a sh in g t o n ,

3 0 .—In 
the 
course of tiis review in the Senate to-day 
on the Si moan question Senator Dolph 
spoke of the treaty or ccn ven lion of 
1884, between Samoa and Germany, one 
which, if it had been executed, would 
have substantially secured to the Ger­ 
man government the entire control of the 
islands. 
The extensive provisions of 
that treaty and the powers conferred by 
it on Germany were entirely incom ­ 
patible with the independence and au­ 
tonomy of the native governm ent and in­ 
consistent with American treaty rights 
there. As soon as the German fleet 
sailed away, the treaty had been repudi­ 
ated by Malietoa as having been signed 
under protest. 
He then came to the 
point where 
U nited 
States 
Consul 
Greenebaum had raised the American 
flag over the Samoan flag in the harbor 
of Apia. The act had been, he 6aid 
promptly repudiated by Bayard, and 
th6 repudiation announced to the Ger­ 
man and English governm ents w ith the 
suggestion as to a protectorate. 
Morgan stated that Bayard never co m- 
mitted the U nited States Government to 
the position that there should be either 
a separate or joint protectorate over the 
islands, not believing a protectorate en­ 
tirely consistent with autonomy. 
Com­ 
ing down to the conference at W ashing­ 
ton in July, 1887, Dolph spoke of the 
agreement that, pending that confer­ 
ence, the status quo should be observed, 
and Morgan asked him ior his authority 
for tho statem ent that the German Gov­ 
ernm ent agreed to observe the status 
quo. Dolph replied that there may have 
been no such special agreement, but the 
observance of the status quo was neces­ 
sarily implied. 
The President sent to Congress to-day 
correspondence coDtaiDiDg an amplified 
account of the recent events in Samoa, 
the outline of which has already been 
published. The President says that a pro­ 
position for another conference between 
Germany and the United States is on its 
way to Washington from Bismarck, but 
the German Minister is not informed 
w hether it proposes a continuance of for­ 
mer negotiations or the entire reopening 
of the subject. 
The Senate resumed consideration of 
the Diplomatic and Consular Appropria­ 
tion bills, the question being on am end­ 
ments affecting the Samoau Islands. 
Dolph said the vuestion was one ol spe­ 
cial and local interest to the people of 
the Pacific Coast; that whatever might 
be thought as to the propriety of a gen­ 
eral discussion oi American rights and 
interests in the Samoan Islands, and of 
the relations of the Government of the 
United States to the German Govern­ 
m ent, the discussion had proceeded so far 
as to rentier further discussion desirable, 
The views which he would 
express 
would be his own individual views, and 
should neither compromise the govern­ 
ment nor receive undue attention else­ 
where. 
After a general description of 
the islands, their productions, inhabi­ 
tants and commercial im portance, Dolph 
reviews the history of affairs since the 
United States government first took an 
interest in the islands, and recent occur­ 
rences, w-hich, he said, had involved 
the United States in some controversy 
with the German government. Dolph 
added, that if Congress was to inter­ 
fere w ith the m atter, something very dif­ 
ferent from the ponding am endments 
would be required. 
If lie were asked 
what that was to be, ho should say that 
Congress should direct the President to 
insist upon tho restoration by the Ger­ 
man Government of the status quo at 
the time of the Washington conference, 
and to notify the German Government 
that the United States would not perm it 
the Samoan Islands to paes under the 
control of any foreign nation, and that 
their independent autonomy m ust be 
maintained. He saw no good reason why, 
if necessary, and if requested by the S a­ 
moan people, an American protectorate 
should not be established over them , 
“ and th a t,” he said, would be an en­ 
tirely different thing from intervention 
as practiced by European powers on the 
continent of Europe.” 
Reagan referred to the documents that 
have been published on the subject, and 
declared th at no American citizen could 
read the corresoondence without feeling 
humiliation to see the rights of the 
United S ales brutally over-ridden and 
trodden down by German subalterns, 
while the German Prime M inister was 
professing friendship and a desire to 
maintain proper relations with the Gov­ 
ernm ent of the United States. 
His pur­ 
pose, he said, was to call attention to the 
fact that the propoeed am endm ent was 
too feeble to answer the purpose. “ If 
we mean anything, let us signify it by 
our action. If we believe we have rights 
which have been violated, we should as­ 
sert those rights as becomes a great and 
powerful nation. I am not in favor of 
war. I know too well the calamities of 
w ar; but the humiliation of a great nation 
in the face of an arrogant power is worse 
than war. 
I would give the Pres­ 
ident power to determine what our rights 
in the m atter are, and power to assert 
those rights in a way that could not be 
be mistaken. 
If we do this, we may 
expect to maintain our rights and to see 
the restoration of the status quo. I would 
suggest the addition to the pending 
am endm ent of the words ‘and for the 
protection of the rights of American citi­ 
zens residing in said islands, and to pre­ 
serve the neutrality and independence of 
their people.’ Then we will have Baid 
something, but if we do not put in some 
such declaration, we leave the President 
exactly where he is now, in a position 
where he regards himself os powerless to 
vindicate 
the rights 
of the United 
8tates.” 
At the close of Reagan’s speech the 
Senate proceeded to executive business, 
and when the doors re-opened adjourned. 
I t is understood that the secret; eession 
was consumed in discussing the British 
extradition treaty. It is gathered, from 
the tone of to-day’s discussion, that there 
is a strong disposition among a number 
of the Senators to recommit the treaty to 
the Committee on Foreign Relations, the 
effect of which, from the standpoint of 
the adm inistration, the Senators say 
would be to kill it, as far as this Congress 
is concerned. At any rate, when the 
Senate adjourned no date was fixed for 
continuing the 
consideration of the 
treaty, and it is somewhat doubtful 


w hether it will again be considered by 
tbe Senate as at pre-eut constituted. 
TIIR HOUSE. 
W a sh in g t o n , January 30.-- The House 
went into Committee of the Whole on 
the Oklahoma bill, the pending am end­ 
ment being the one to prevent im pair­ 
ment of the homestead rights of veteran 
soldiers and sailors. 
Payson advocated tbe am endment. 
Symes, Colorado, said that, as a mem­ 
ber of the G. A, R., he rose to oppose 
the am endm ent. Some gentlemen who 
advocated the am endm ent must excuse 
him for Baying that their actions showed 
they were more anxious to defeat the 
bill than to grant special benefits to a 
few G. A. R. soldiers. 
The members of 
the G rand Army did not come before the 
House asking that the 200 or 300 of them 
who m ight be able to go with the 
boomers into Oklahoma should have a 
present 
of 
$200 
to 
$500 
each, 
while thousands 
who 
were 
unable 
to go there, and who were in want, 
would receive nothing at all. 
While the 
dependent pension bill remained vetoed, 
healthy, able-bodied members of the 
G. A. R ., who were able to go the wilds 
of Oklahoma and redeem the country, 
did not want a present of $500 from the 
Government. 
After farther debate, the 
am endm ent was agreed to pro forma, 
and it was agreed th at a vote should be 
taken in the House. 
Holman, of Indi­ 
ana, offered an am endm ent providing 
that nothing in the act be construed to 
authorize the extinguishm ent of Indian 
titles to any land in Indi n territory 
which, by virtue of an existing law, 
would enure to the benefit of any rail­ 
road corporation, or the tide to which 
would vest in any such corporation on tho 
extinguishm ent of 
the 
Indian 
title 
th ereto ; but all such lands will be held 
by the Indians in tribes or in severalty, 
or by the United States in trust for the 
benefit of the Indians. Agreed to ; as 
was an amend aient off ered by McRae, of 
Arkansas, for forfeiting all lands and 
rights granted to the Atlantic and Pacific 
railroad for the construction of a branch 
road from the Canadian river to Van­ 
buren, Ark. On motion of McRae, the 
clause was eliminated which subjects 
lands to taxation after the first install­ 
ment of the purchase money has been 
paid.

He Proposes to Pnnish the Followers 
of Tamaafa—War Said to 
be Declared.

W ashington, January 30.—The Presi­ 
dent to-day sent to Congress the addi­ 
tional corresponden ce relative to Samoan 
affairs, accompanied by the following 
message: 
To Congress: 
I had the honor, on the 15th instant, 
to communicate to your honorable body 
certain correspondence and documents 
in relation to affairs in the Samoan 
islands, and ha> ing, since, received fur­ 
ther dispatches from th e Vice-Consul at 
Apia and the Commander of the United 
States naval vessel, Nipeic, in those 
waters, I lose no tim e in laying them 
before you. 1 also transm it, herew ith, 
the full text of the instructions from 
Prince von Bismarck to the German 
Minister at tbis capital, wbich was com­ 
municated on the afternoon of the 28th 
instant. 
This appears to be an amplifi­ 
cation of prior telegraphic instruction 
on tbe same subject, communicated 
through 
tb e 
sam e 
channel, 
and 
which, being set forth in the note of the 
Secretary of State to Count Von Arco 
Valley, the German M inister, on the 
12th iast., was duly laid before Con­ 
gress with m y last message in relation 
to Samoan affairs. It is also proper to 
inform you that on Monday, the 28th 
inst., on the occasion of the communica­ 
tion of the note of the Prince Chancellor, 
the Secretary of State was given to under­ 
stand by the G erm an Minister th at a 
proposition from his government to that 
of the U nited States for a conference on 
the Samoan subject was on its way by 
m ail, having left Berlin on the 20th 
inst., so th a t its arrival here, in due 
course of m ail, can be looked for in a 
short time. 
In reply to an inquiry from 
the Secretary of State w hether the 
the proposition referred to was for a 
renewal of the joint conference between 
United States, Germany and G reat B rit­ 
ain, which was suspended in July, 1887, 
or for consideration of Samoau affairs 
ah novo, the German M inister stated his 
inability to answer until the proposition 
which left Berlin on the 20th inst. should 
have been received. 
I shall, hereafter, 
communicate to Congresflall information 
before me in relation to the Samoan 
status. 
The correspondence accompanying this 
message of the President’s gives an offi­ 
cial account of events in Samoa practi­ 
cally the same as they have been already 
outlined in the press dispatches. Re­

says, that on January 1 
he

boat was seen from the Consul’s office, 
and also by others in other *parts of the 
town, plainly flying the American flag. 
This is 1 ho usual way the Germans adept 
for straightening out the outrages they 
com m it.” 
In conclusion, the Captain says: “ I 
am of opinion th a t our Government 
should have, at thiB point, more vessels, 
especially at this time. 
I have caused 
to be posted in the town of Apia a notice 
that the lives of all American citizens 
will find protection on board this vessel, 
under my command, and that at the 
first intim ation of an outbreak of hos­ 
tilities in Apia, I shall land my lorce for 
the protection of their property.” 
The last letter is one from Prince Bis- 
m ark to Count von Arcovally, of which 
the following is a translation :

Tamasese, our interference will neces­ 
sarily assume the character of assistance 
to Tamasese. 
In our endeavor for the 
just punishm ent of the murderous crime, 
we hope for the co-operation of the 
treaty powers in Samoa with suitable in­ 
structions. W e ask the Government of 
the United States to be good enough to 
furnish their Consuls and the comman­ 
ders of its ships of war in Samoa with 
suitable instructions. 
Our arm ed forces 
there are iustructed to avoid and to pre­ 
vent all injury to neutral commerce 
and 
property, and 
to adopt meas­ 
ures of reprisal and destruction only 
against the 
followers of 
the party 
which initiated the contest against our 
troops by their murderous attack. 
We 
shall of course abide by our agreements 
with America and England with respect 
to Samoa, and pay due regard under all 
circumstances to the rights of those pow­ 
ers as established by treaty. I beg your 
Excellency to bring this communication 
to Mr. Bayard’s knowledge by reading it 
to him , and leave a copy of it w ith him , 
if he requests it.

THE NEW YORK STRIKE. 


Several 
Conflicts 
Between 
the Mob and Police. 


TRACKS BLOCKED AND TOBN UP, 


P a rk 
Avenue H otel W a iters Side 
w ith th e S trik e rs an d B oycott 
th e Policem en.

N ew Y o r k , January 30.—The street­ 
car tie-up continues. 
This morning the 
strikers overturned a wagon on 
the 
Grand street tracks. 
A portion of the 
police reserves were called out and dis­ 
persed the mob. Trouble is feared. Only 
a few cars will be run to-day. 
A car on 
Sixth avenue started at 9 o’clock, guard 
ed by three policemen. At Bleeckcr and 
Carmine streets they were overpowered 
by a mob and the car was overturned, 
Police headquarters has been asked to 
send assistance. 
Large crowds of strikers and sym pa­ 
thizers began to assemble early at the 
stables of the belt line. 
Additional 
police arrived and cleared the sidewalk, 
The excitem ent is at fever heat. It waB 
said th at if the cars started there would 
be bloodshed, because the strikers are 
getting desperate. .Two thousaud five 
hundred police are on duty. The Broad­ 
way line will start cars at noon. 
At 11 
o’clock the strikers gathered at Bedford 
and Carmine streets and overturned half 
a dozen wagons on Sixth avenue tracks, 
and compelled ashm en to dump loads on 
the track. Milk cans and paving stones 
were scattered along the entire block. 
Policemen on duty were roughly handled 
tilt a relief squad arrived and dispersed 
the crowds. 
At noon a Belt Line car left the stables, 
escorted by 250 policemen. 
At Fifty- 
ninth street the tracks were found ob­ 
structed. The car returned to the barn 
and no more will be sent out. 
Forty trips have been made on tho 
G rand-street line. The cars were followed 
by jeers, yells and sometimes showers of 
stoaes. 
Many of the strikers are drunk 
and declare th at the cars m ust stop, 
even if lives are lost in doing it. Serious 
trouble is feared. It is rumored that the 
liorse-Bhoers of the Sixth-avenue line 
have been called out. 
The strikers this afternoon obstructed 
the Broadway tracks and tore up the 
rails at Forty-fifth street, and escaped 
before the police arrived. The tracks at 
Sixth avenue and Forty-eighth street 
were also obstructed. The State Board 
of Arbitration is here, but has taken no 
action. The State Railroad Commission­ 
ers are hearing the grievances of tho 
strikers. 
B r o o k l y n, January 30.—The streetcar 
tie-up continues. 
Minor assiults are 
frequent, bnt there is no serious trouble. 
N ew Y o r k , January 30.—The deter 
mined efforts of the strikers to check 
the running of the Third avenue cars 
has been entirely unsucccest-ful, and this 
is a very disquieting feature tn the 
strikers. 
M any of them are getting 
weak-kneed. The Car Company to day 
secured a large num ber of new men, and 
additional effoits to start cars will be 
made in the morning. 
The waiters in the Park Avenue Hotel 
this evening refused to serve food to the 
policemen who were sent in there, and 
the officers had to get food elsewhere. 
Judge Ililton, who controls the hotel, 
declared to-night that he would close up 
his house sooner than have a repetition 
of such work. 
At Third avenue and Ninety-Eighth 
street, at 4 o’clock this afternoon, three 
cars m anued by “ scabs” were attacked 
and overturned. 
Stones and other mis­ 
siles flew ia volleys at the drivers and 
conductors, but a determined charge by 
the police dispersed the crowd, aud the 
ringleaders were arrested. 
A Fourth-avenue car was attacked on 
Seventy-seventh street by a crowd hid­ 
den behind a brick pile. 
They pelted 
the car with sluue.s ami bricks, breaking 
all the windows but not injuring the oc­ 
cupants. 
Many of the strikers were paid off to­ 
day and there is a great deal of drunk­ 
enness to-night, which is disquieting to 
the police.

I t a l i a n M e th o d o f b u n g in g - 
It is an acknowledged fact that the 
ireatest sincere the world has produced 
:iave been those who have been taught 
in the old Italian school, and the very 
few really em inent singers now before 
the public, such as Mme. Trebelli, Mr. 
Sims Reeves, Mme Adelina Patti and 
one or two others, are all of them pro­ 
ficient in this method. It is lamented 
that whereas, at the present tim e, there 
are naturally as many fine voices in the 
world as ever, there are very few really 
great singers. 
Passing over many of the 
causes of the present deterioration of the 
vocal 
art, 
such 
as 
the 
influence 
of the 
W agnerian 
school 
and 
the 
decline of Italian opera, which are 
more 
or 
less 
irrelevant 
to 
our 
object, 
we 
will 
give 
the foremost 
place to that which is certainly the chief 
among them —namely, the w ant of an 
obligatory course of thorough training in 
•the mechanism of singing before the 
higher part is reached, and the almost 
total extinction of the long line of great 
teachers, not only in this country, but in 
Italy itself. The Italian m aestri of the 
past considered that it was absolutely 
necessary for a singer, if he or she in­ 
tended to become em inent, to devote at 
least from five to six years’ study to this 
great art. As a rule, the first two or 
three years were employed in forming 
the voice and in teaching the elementary 
exercises and solfeggi, after which the 
pupil was allowed to sing sjngs, ballads 
and operatic pieces. Tho highest aim 
it would seem, of the majority of our 
young singers, in their earnest desire to 
begin to earn a livelihood for themselves, 
is to acquire at the end of six months' 
study under an indifferent teacher a 
knowledge how to sing half a dozen bal­ 
lads tolerably well, after which they 
usually consider 
themselves 
accom­ 
plished artists. The public, which is no 
longer in tonchw ith really great 6inging, 
applauds them , and they go tho rounds 
of England and America with their lim­ 
ited repertoire, and, fortunately for them- 
eelves, bat unfortunately for true art, 
are able to make a fair living. Greatness 
they can never achieve, because great- 
neea in singing, as in every other art, 
can only come with patience, time aud 
hard work.—[Saturday Review’.
